In the Convention which assembled in di 
city on Monday last, seventeen counties were | 
represented.“ Twenty-seven af the delegates: 
hail from this city, and a.majority of the Con- 
vention is composed of members from Salt 
Lake, Utab and Cache counties. We recognise 
the leading men as Bishops, Elders and Apos- 
tles of the Church, and so far as we know, 
most of the delegates are church dignitaries. 
They represent, therefore, the Charch organi- 
zation rather than the people. and it is pre- 
samable that the dicta of the Church leaders 
who assume ta speak of inspiration and with 
the anthority of Jehovah—as to the price of 
wheat and concerning. other temporalities, 
will be implicitly followed. 

Having refused perm’ssion for our reporter 
to be present and Iay before the people the 
transactions of this quasi popular Convention, 
the masses must be content witb the state 
ments made by the favored newspapers, as to 
what takes place, unless, indeed. some more 
liberal delegate will give nus the points. It 
wonld have been preferable and more satis- 
factory for us to have printed a fnll and fair 
report from our own authorized and responsi- 

ble reporter; but as the controllers of the 
conclave bave seen proper to exemplify their 
pettiness of mind and bigotry of. disposition. 
we shall rely en otber sources for informa- 
tion. 

Awong the unrecorded items of Monday’s 

proceedings. we amend the official repert as 
published in the apparent organ of the Con- 
vention, by stating that Bro. T. B. H. Sten- 
house, Postmaster of Great Salt Lake City. 
Ed. of the Felegraph, and “Liberal” corres- 
pondent of the Sacramento Union, was pro- 
posed as Chaplain of the Convention, and 
wonld have been choeen by acclamation but 
that he pieaded exemption, on the ground of 
otber pressing duties. Elder Jos. Young was 
thereupon selected to pray for, while the 
Convention is preying upon the people. The 
Cenrention is a class Convention, composed 
of farmers, and although they seem determined 
to regulate the price of breadstuffs, are heed- 
less of the requirements of any other class 
As was remarked by one of the number, ‘the 
price of labor” (the great stumbling block of 
their movement) “wif regniate iteelf.”’” Ob. 
yes! Take care of the rich man, and let the 
Lord take care of the poor. A very happy 
way of smothering the difficulty and dodging 
the issue, if one only has faith. Said one of 
the Elders in the Tabernacle Sunday: 
“ Some people are afraid the poor will euffer 
from these high prices of flour— but who ever 
heard of anybody starving in Utah? The 
Lord will take care of his own.” A most 
happy faith truty—and perbaps a consolation 
for the stomachs of the little ones who cry in 
vain for bread! But bow comes it that the 
Lord cannot take equal care of the rich far- 
mer? How is it that this Convention is called 
to force up the price of wheat, when the Lord 
(we speak with due reverence for His bigh 
name) has, in the bountiful harvest of this 
year, stamped all over the face of our prolific 
valleys, the scaf of hypocrisy on the eternal 
cry of “famine, famine?” 

Out upon such hypocrisy, say we. What 
blaspbemy it is to affect to speak in the name 
of a benigo Providence while plotting to extort 
trom the lowly, famine prices, in a season of 
boundless plenty? But these shrewd mana- 
gers are again changing their base. First. the 
object of the Convention was announced to be 
to establish » gold currency, and repudiate 
“Lincola skins,” as the Natienal Treasury 
Notes are facetiénsly and vulgarly called by 
some of the “anointed.” The mere expesure 
of the fact that there is no gold im the coun- 
try knocked the bottom ont of that suggestion.

favored and scheming few. the laborer, the 
mechanic, the poor toifer in every vocation.

do without it, as many must. The people be- 
gin to ask these qnestions, and heart speaks 
to heart and thought to thonght.

A dispatch received at noon from 
Chambersburg, states the rebels evac- 
uated Hagerstown this morning, which 
was subsequently confirmed by dis- 
patches received at head-quarters, 
which says the rebels are now retreat- 
ing along the Potomac in the direction 
of Shepardstown. 
Battmore, August 6th. 
Nothing definite is yet known in re- 
gard to the movements of the rebels. 
The opinion is still entertained that 
the essential object of the rebel de- 
monstration is to gather the crops in 
the valley, and that invasion will not 
be seriously attempted. The rebel for- 
ces which drove our cavalry ont of 
Hagerstown Friday, were far the great- 
er part, dressed in Federal uniform. 
Lovuisvitte, Aug. 6th. 
Seven hundred rebel cavalry at- 
tempted to eross the Ohio at Union 
Town on Friday. They were prevent- 
ed by the gunboats.

The Washington Star has the fol- 
lowing: From a gentleman who ar- 
rived on Satarday from Hagerstown, 
where he had been sojourning for two 
weeks past, we get some interesting 
particulars of the doings of the rebels 
in that vicinity, When the rebels took 
possession of the town they proceeded 
to institute a thorough search of the 
stores, but the merchants had not re- 
plenished their stocks since the for- 
mer visit of the rebels ; they got but 
little, with the exception of a small 
quantity of shoes and hats. 

At the grocery stores they filled 
their haversacks with sugar, and their 
canteens with molasses, At one 
two stores they turned molasscs out 
and let it run into the street. A train 
of cars was reported burned by them, 
but it now appears to have been de 
stroyed by onr troops before leaving: 
to prevent its falling into the hands of 
rebels. They contained a valuable

‘It was along this piece of the 
road, about two miles from Shohola, 
and when turning a point of one of the 
abutting hills, making a convex curve 
like the letter B, thatthe train of 18 
emigrant cara, with its freight of nine 
hundred and fifty-eight souls, running 
at the rate of twenty-five miles an 
hour, met ®eoal-train of fifty care, with 
each a load of twelve tons, that came 
thundering down the incline from Lack- 
awaxen. When the trains came in 
sight of each other they could not have 
been mach more than one hundred 
yards apart, the drivers not having 
time even tg reverse their engines and 
jump off, before death was upun them; 
the driver of the passenger train, 
named William Ingram, and his fire- 
man, named Tuttle, being both taken 
off the engine dead, as was the fire- 
man of the coal engine, named Philv 
Prentiss. 

The shock was fearful. Two noble 
‘engines were heaved upon end and 
smashed to pieces. The tender of the 
passenger engine was turned upon end, 
the wood for fuel being thrown in 
front, and burying the driver and fire- 
man befure named. The first car of 
course was utterly destroyed, being 
jammed into a space less than six 
feet, while to complete its demolition, 
the tender that had been tipped on end 
fell back on its roof. It contained 
thirty-seven men, some of whim were 
on the platform at the time of the col 
lision, and from its wreck thirty-six 
were taken out dead, only one man 
escaping with his life by falling be- 
tween the platforms to the earth. 
Three of the cars in all were totally 
destroyed, and seven or eight of them 
so much broken as to be entirely-use- 
less, and it was in these cars that the 
greatest loss of fife occurred ; for 
when the collision took place two 
Union soldiers were placed as senti 
nels at each door on the platforms of 

each car, which were also occupied by 
some of the rebels beguiling the way 
by conversation with the sentry. Of 


the men thus standing all were nye 


diately killed save one or two. 

As soon as ,possible the survivors 
set to work, under the guidance of the 
Captain in charge of the body, to ex- 
tricate the dying and womnded from 
their fearful position, and, in the mean- 
time, word was sent to Shohola a 
prising the authorities there of the 
state of things, who immediately tele- 
graphed for assistance to Port Jarvis, 
whence, in a short. time, the district 
superintendent arrived at the scene of 
the disaster in a relief train, with three 
surgeons to attend to the injured. The 
scene is deacribed by .those who es- 
caped, as most appalling—the road 
blocked up with debris, car piled upon 
carin the most indescribable confu- 
sion, the bodies of those thrown from 
them covering the road at every step, 
the flying dust. and blinding . smoke 
from the quenching fires, the noise of 
the escaping steam, and, above all, the 
fearful groans and heartrending cries 


of the injured and expiring, will never 


forgotten. Some of the 


while one man was disedvered dead 


When the cries of the last wounded 
had directed the searchers to his place 
of imprisonment, and the last corpse 
removed from its temporary tomb, it 
was found that the victims numbered

120, some of them wounded mortally 
—indeed four have since died, and a 
number of others cannot be expected 
to recover. T. J. Ridgway, Esq., as- 
sociate judge of Pike county, was soon 
on theepiet, and,| aftet ai ifation 
with Mr. Riddle and the officer in com- 
mand of the men, a jary was empan- 
neled and an inquest held ; after which 
a large trench was dug—76 feet long, 
8 feet wide, and 6 feet deep, in which 
the bodies -were afl fod. in rough, 
hastily-constracted pine boxes—one to 
every four rebels and one to each 
Union soldier. The wounded were con- 
veyed as soon as possible to Shohola, 
where they received medical attend- 
ance.—Forney's War Press.
